In case a majority of the votes so as aforesaid
canvassed shall be for removal of county seat to Friend-
ship, then and in that case, the county seat of said
county shall be at said Friendship, otherwise said county
seat shall be and remain at Quincy; in neither of which
cases shall further legislation be necessary.

not less than six months, nor more than five years.
